Lincoln, Roosevelt, and 
Wilson so successfully captured 
the spirit their times 
synthesizing the best, margin- 
alizing the worst — that history 
remembers them as represen- 
tative leaders: presidents who 
made a difference. 

The Phoenix believes that 
Obama has the capacity 
so, too, in a way that Clinton — 
for all that admirable about 
her — does not. 

Obama comes the political 
marketplace unencumbered by 
the bonds of dynasty. By voting 
for him on Tuesday, citizens are 
maximizing the opportunity to 
put the recent past behind them 
and to start anew. 

There degree uncer- 
tainty in all of this. Promise 
and progress are never risk free.

Classical-music critic Lloyd Schwartz, who 
recently marked his year Phoenix 
contributor, first intersected with this

Schwartz debuted the 
subject article, not its 
author. was graduate 
school, playing Trofimov 
Chekhov’s Orchard.

Not quite 10 years later, 
Schwartz appeared him- 
self, under his own byline, 
with piece headlined (with 
air laconic maj- 
esty) “The Career Maria 
Callas.” Assaying more than 
recordings (from Bellini 
Verdi, some of them pirated) 
well live performances 
(Symphony Hall) and master 
classes (Juilliard), and draw- 
ing on sources as diverse 
as British critic Desmond 
Shawe-Taylor and poet Frank 
Bidart, Schwartz's take on 
Callas established such a 
high standard that 
imagine — he must work 
very hard indeed to main- 
tain it. Discounting a child- 
hood year of violin lessons, 
Schwartz is a self-educated 
musical “amateur,” as was 
Shawe-Taylor.

Cry and the World Laughs With You 


THE THINGS 
DID 
FOR LOVE 


Unless you somehow peaked early like Gossip Girl’s “un- 
d g” hero Dan Humphrey, your high-school expe- 
riences probably fall between middling and unspeak- 
ably horrifying on the unofficial scale of shame. Thir- 
ty-year-old Los Angeles-based David Nadelberg thinks 
those humiliations ought to be féted. He views the 
heinous hook-ups, appalling relationship debacles, 
and unbearable unrequited romances of adolescence 
as glorious train wrecks that most of us survived. 
Consequently, only the most excruciating love 
stories comprise his romance-themed anthology 
: Love Is a Battlefield (Simon Spotlight Enter- 
At, 304 pages, $14.95). If these first-person 
s don’t make you feel better about your own 
teen years, well, then you'll finally have some- 
thing perversely healing to relate to that doesn’t air 
netime on CW. 
“This is youth for once and all,” says Nadelberg. 
“It's an ugly experience, and it’s a beautiful experi- 
ence, and it’s an unfortunately hilarious one. It’s an 


Love Is a Battlefield is the second volume of Mortified 
books based on the cult-favorite stage show of the 
1e. (Mortified: Real Words. Real People. 
ic. was published in 2006.) In seven cities 
across the country — including Boston, where a 
chapter has been running at the Paradise Lounge for 
the past two years — volunteers regularly entertain 
live audiences with readings from their diaries, jour- 
nals, song lyrics, poems, e-mails, and various other 
personal relics. Once a mere grassroots comedy col- 
lective, the concept has won itself a devoted Internet 
fan base, including Mortified disciples outside of the 
US (there's a stage show now running in Sweden), 
and has recently expanded to include an animated 
Web series called the Mortified Shoebox Show . 

There are a few token suburban-crush pieces 
in Love Isa Battlefield, though the majority of the 34 
valentines approach passionate angst from uniquely 
fucked-up angles. 

Jane Cantillion’s “My Life as a Biker Babe” details 
her 1970s affair with Bear, a member of Hells Angels. 
In “The New Girl,” a pre-pubescent Leonard Hyman, 
growing up in American Samoa, freaks out when he 
ends up falling head-over-heels for the very girl who 
threatens his “resident child genius” status. 

“There's this undertone in a lot of these pieces 
where they don't feel like they're being heard, and 
“Woe is me!’ While that’s funny, I think it’s important 
for kids to finally be heard,” Nadelberg says. “Twenty 
years later, someone's listening and laughing, and do- 
ing so in a way that is supportive rather than snarky. 
We always want our audience to laugh at, but cheer for. 

“You take these artifacts, these things that are 
what they are, and through just enough shading 
and context, you can understand — oh my God, 
there's an interesting and funny and often heroic 
story hiding in those pages. Our job is to simply 
bring those out.”

The Big Dig 
truth and illusion 


In radio and television interviews this past week, Massachusetts 
Attorney General Martha Coakley has tried to put the best possible 
gloss on the $458 million state-federal civil settlement her office, 
along with the United States Attorney's office in Boston, arranged 
with the Big Dig contractors for their shoddy work on the project. 
‘The consortium of Bechtel/Parsons Brinckerhoff is paying $407 
million of that princely sum.) 

But the ugly reality is that the state, desperate to fill its depleted 
coffers after the worst public-works boondoggle in US history, en- 
couraged contractors to fork over big bucks in that civil settlement 
in order to avoid a criminal indictment for the ceiling collapse that 
killed motorist Milena Del Valle in July 2006. (The settlement agree- 
ment assures no indictment.) As we pointed out back in August of 
this past year (see “The Big Dig in Court: A Citizen’s Primer,” “Free- 
dom Watch,” August 15, 2007), there is a word for when a private par- 
ty threatens to get someone indicted unless money is paid: extortion. 

In an interview on WBUR-FM on the morning of January 24, 
Coakley tried to finesse the PR-unfriendly image of the state strong- 
arming wealthy businessmen to buy their way out of a criminal 
prosecution. It was a task made more delicate since the only sub- 
contractor to be criminally indicted so far is Powers Fasteners Inc., a 
relatively small, family-run epoxy manufacturer unable to come up 
with big “protection” bucks. 

Even though “I believe that we have sufficient evidence to charge” 
the consortium with manslaughter, Coakley said, “we didn’t have 
evidence to support criminal charges against an individual” within 
Bechtel/Parsons Brinckerhoff. And to indict Bechtel and the other 
companies, she went on, would be a token gesture, since “corpora- 

: tions don’t go to jail.” (The maximum sentence 
for a corporation found guilty of manslaugh- 
ter — the charge that would apply to 
criminal liability for the fatal

the proverbial (or, more 
accurately, half-billion) dollar question: since corporations commit 
crimes only by the actions of their human officials and employees, 
how can you have had sufficient evidence to indict the corporation, 
but not enough to indict the individuals whose actions and inac- 
tions made the corporation into an alleged criminal? 

This is not to say that any individual at Bechtel did commit a 
crime that led to Del Valle’s tragic death. Such a conclusion would ul- 
timately have been up to the judicial system to reach. But that is im- 
possible now because, despite US Attorney Michael Sullivan's boast 
in the New YorkTimes “to vigorously investigate and prosecute those 
who have perpetrated a fraud on the American people” in this case, 
prosecutors prioritized balancing the budget over pursuing justice. 

I, for one, am not opposed to extracting money from the people 
responsible for these cost overruns. Our budget crisis is very real, 
in some measure due to the mismanagement of this project. Nor 
have I conducted a sufficient review of the evidence to conclude that 
a crime was committed by anyone. But what I do oppose is such 
blatant spin and dishonesty on the part of our officials. It is obvi- 
ous Coakley and Sullivan are failing to explain the real reason they 
opted to settle, since the same evidence that supposedly damned 
Bechtel would have damned the responsible officials. The more 
likely explanation, then, is that the Bechtel executives were able 
to, and pressured to, buy their company (and, not so incidentally, 
themselves) pass. was expensive pass, sure. But paying 
money almost always beats doing hard time.

But now most Americans get their 
information from one of the thousands 
of sources they choose individually, from 
Facebook to podcasts. The result is that, 
on the one hand, a small number of vot- 
ers (including many New Hampshire, 
South Carolina, and lowa) are more 
informed than ever from all the political 
coverage the Net and elsewhere. But 
then, on the other hand, there’s a far 
larger number who rarely, if ever, seek out 
any political news and have very little idea 
what’s going on. 

Even those Democrats who haven't been 
paying attention, however, have heard of

egates proportionately by congressional 
district, even if Obama loses most of the 
statewide contests this Tuesday, he will 
probably win almost half the delegates 
and be less than 200 delegates behind 
(with around 2000 needed to win the 
nomination).

If that’s the final result, the delegate 
race will be close, but Clinton will have the 
momentum and can begin close 
the nomination. Obama can win few 
the Clinton states especially California, 
where can gain anti-Hillary votes 
from Independents (who can vote in the 
Democratic primary but not the Republican 
one) — it’s a fight to the finish. If Obama 
wins fewer than four states 
Tuesday night, Clinton can probably start 
writing her acceptance speech. 


THE GOP THREE 

On the Republican side, it’s a three-way race, 
with John McCain the front-runner. (Rudy 
Giuliani, who banked on an idiotic big-state 
strategy, is done.) For McCain to emerge as the 
nominee, he has to sweep, as expected, the 
three Northeastern states — New York, New 
Jersey, and Connecticut — which, delegate- 
wise, are each winner-take-all. As the home- 
town favorite, he'll obviously win Arizona 
(another winner-take-all state). 

Mitt Romney can probably count 
Utah and Massachusetts, two his mul- 
titude of home states. Mike Huckabee 
seems likely to do well in the South, 
and Georgia, Alabama, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma, and Tennessee, he can prob- 
ably count on some, and if he’s lucky, all 
(though Romney or McCain would love to 
win one or two). 

The key, then, is who wins California, 
Missouri, and For Romney 
challenge McCain, he has to win two, if 
not all, that trio especially Missouri 
and California, since the former 
winner-take-all and the latter winner- 
take-all by congressional district, and, 
mentioned above, Independents can’t 
vote in the GOP primary, weakening 
McCain. 

So, Wednesday morning, also 
know the likely outcome of the GOP race: 
McCain (likely), Romney (less likely), 
Huckabee (even less likely), or a deadlock 
because none the contenders could 
close the deal.

ON PHOENIX 


BUT NOT THE POWER THE ALMIGHTY DOLLAR 


EVEN THOUGH THE DOLLAR HAS TAKEN INTERNATIONAL WHUPPING 
LATE, THERE REMAINS LEAST ONE PLACE WHERE THE LOVE THE 
GREENBACK REMAINS STRONG: BEACON HILL. 


Despite it being an electoral off-year for state 
officeholders, 2007 saw incumbents collect 
millions in contributions, a Phoenix analysis of 
campaign-finance reports found. 

Much that loot hundreds thou- 
sands of dollars — came from registered lob- 
byists. Those lobbyists, meanwhile, found 
themselves taking more money than ever 
from their special-interest clients. 

The more things change, seems, the more 
they stay the same — and there was undoubt- 
edly mighty change Beacon Hill 2007, 
the first Democratic governor years took 
office. That wasn’t all: Senate President Robert 
Travaglini and Senate Minority Leader Brian 
Lees both left office; John Walsh replaced Philip 
Johnston head the state Democratic Party; 
and Peter Torkildsen took the reins the state 
Republicans. 

A whole new set of policy issues came to 
the fore, including casinos, auto insurance, 
telecom taxes, criminal-record reform, and 
energy conservation; while others, particu- 
larly gay marriage and health insurance, 
seemed put bed for the time being. 

So, while a Boston mayor set the fundrais- 
ing bar more that later state legisla- 
tors found the money flowing in, even with- 
out an upcoming election. 

State senators — not including the two 
newly voted in through special elections dur- 
ing the year — raised more than $3.2 million 
in 2007, for an average of around $85,000 
each. State representatives raised close 
million, average about $35,000 per 
candidate. 

Those are big numbers for a non-election 
cycle — comparable, in fact, with what incum- 
bent candidates raised in 2006, when they were 
all facing re-election. 

Then, 38 incumbent state senators raised 
$3.4 million; 146 representatives seeking 
raised combined $5.4 million. 
Clearly, they didn’t take the off-year as a year 
off from fundraising. 

Moving up the leadership ladder paid 
off for several legislators, as it always does. 
Fundraising for Travaglini’s successor, Therese 
Murray, jumped from $232,000 to $390,000. 
New Senate Majority Leader Frederick Berry 
and new Senate Ways and Means chair Steven 
Panagiotakos both joined the elite $100,000 
club, while new Ways and Means co-chair 
Steven Tolman came close to that mark. 

the Republican side the aisle, new 
Senate Minority Leader Richard Tisei’s booty 
jumped from $104,000 $153,000. 

Otherwise, though, Massachusetts’s 
always-endangered Republicans have little 
smile about the year-end financial reports. 

The Democratic state party raised 
$590,000, and ended the year with $180,000; 
the Republican Party raised less than $70,000 
and ended with $17,000 on hand. And though 
the Democratic house and senate PACs raised 
nearly quarter-million dollars this past year, 


the Republican Party’s raised less than $10,000 
combined. 

Plus, the lack of strong challenger candidates in 
2006 has allowed some Democratic incumbents to 
stockpile their war chests. We have yet to see any 
significant fundraising from potential challeng- 
ers, who will have to start from far, far behind. 


LOBBYING WINNERS AND LOSERS 
Patrick’s debut was good for Beacon Hill lobbying 
firms. Nine them topped the million-dollar 
mark client fees for State House lobbying 
2007, up from eight the year before, and 27 made a 
half-million, up from 22. 

As most veteran lobbyists will tell you, the 
need for their services increases when the govern- 
ment seeks enact change. Recent legislative 
sessions saw huge lobbying resources triggered 
two hot-button proposals: universal health 
insurance, and a ban on same-sex marriage. The 
health-care interests’ spend- 
ing dropped sharply after the 
health-reform bill was signed 
in April 2006, and groups like 
massequality.org scaled back 
after the proposed marriage 
amendment was defeated this 
past June. 

But new governor means 
new proposals — in 2007, every 
time Deval Patrick's administra- 
tion got behind an idea, those

ometime since 1976 — just four 

years after 18 year olds were granted 

the right vote but decided they’d 

rather not — the youth move- 

ment has become joke. hard 
pinpoint when things went awry, but its 
credibility problem probably has something 
with spanking heard ‘round 
the world and the WWE telling “smack 
down” the ballot box. 

Nhen it burst on to the scene in 1990, Rock 
the Vote, with its pledge to engage young 
voters, regardless of party affiliation, seemed 
admirable enough. But the years that have 
followed, the nonpartisan organization and 
its fellow young-voters leagues have begun to 
act like the obstinate kids they court seeking 
lowest common denominators, demanding 
and forever declaring, with not 
ounce of discernable irony, that this is the year 
they'll show the world what they're made of. 

Then they don’t. 

At least, that’s how the youth-vote esca- 
pade always used play out. 

ter years of being told to choose or lose, 

declare themselves, or vote lest they die, 18 
to 29 year olds nearly tripled their partici- 
pation the 2008 lowa caucuses. New 
Hampshire, they doubled their turnout from 
2004. the rest the primaries follow 
suit — and they might, judging by this past 
weekend's turnout in South Carolina, where 
participation young Democrats also sky- 
rocketed — this really is the year that youth 
voters will shake the election results. 

“As many people under showed 
as senior citizens,” wrote Tim Dickinson of 
the lowa caucuses on Rolling Stone’s National

ROCK OFF 

the hip poster-granddaddy for the non- 
partisan get-out-the-vote youth movement, 
Rock the Vote has received its fair share of 
flak — partly for its failure to deliver, and re- 
fusal to admit defeat, but also for seeming to 
lower the level political discourse. 

Without candidates or issues to rally 
behind, their task is a difficult one. But rather 
than encourage substantive debate, the orga- 
nization has instead focused its energies 
convincing candidates with the 
kids, hoping drive young voters the polls 
by making the electoral process seen cool. 

That strategy, lately co-opted by so many 
others, has produced some memorable, and 
groan-inducing, moments. But stirring polit- 
ical dialogue? Not so much. The fact that you 
now Bill Clinton’s undergarment choice 
“usually briefs,” for instance, is thanks toa 
1992 Rock the Vote/MTV presidential forum. 
And in 2003, when RTV teamed up with 
CNN to host a Democratic primary debate at 
Faneuil Hall, the most memorable moment 
was a video in which General Wesley Clark 
bumped knuckles with a bearded cool guy 
after name dropping Outkast. The question 
the night: CNN-planted “Do you prefer 
PCs or Macs?” 

“I've always looked at them cynically,” says 


24-year-old Kade Crocford — a first-time voter 
and supporter from 
Jamaica Plain — of the myriad youth-voting 
organizations. She calls them part “politi- 
cal machine.” 

However they’re viewed, Rock the Vote 
and its fellow nonpartisan organizations have 
made some significant gains recent years. 
2004, RTV registered approximately 1.2 
lion vote through its Web site. And thougt 
the vote still proportionally the least 
invested of any voting demographic, kids 
came out droves the past presidential 
election, reversing a 32-year downward spiral. 

But most of those first-time voters sup- 
ported John Kerry in 2004 — and still failed to 
deliver him the election. So while kids may 
have cast some 4.3 million more ballots in

But, says 
Thomas Patterson, Bradlee professor government and 
the press at Harvard’s Shorenstein Center, the young elec- 
torate attracted this year’s race for the same reasons 
that participation is up in other demographics. 

Voters are now faced with historic election, which 
the two biggest stars of either campaign are a woman and 
African-American. For generation weaned the lega- 
cies of old white men, corrupt Congresses, rat-a-tat-tat kick- 
backs, and cat fights generation that, both red and 
blue states, has made fervent appeal the 
opportunity cast ballot for candidate who the physi- 
cal embodiment that desire powerful incentive trek 
the polls. 

And yet, says Patterson, more mundane factors also may 
be at play. “This is the first time in a long time that you 
had either the incumbent president incumbent 
vice-president in the race, 
which means both elec- 
torates are engaged,” 
says.

Add that the fact 
that this year’s primary 
calendar was deliber- 
ately pique 
interest, and you 
have recipe for reinvigo- 
rated political action.

GROWING 

Now that youth-voting organizations have been largely wiped 
from the slate this year, leaving kids fend for themselves, 
tempting attribute this uptick involvement some 
backhanded form rebellion. After all, there’s anything 
kids hate more than adults who try desperately cool, it’s 
adults who try desperately cool and tell them what do. 

But with many important decisions made this 
election, seems that’s not the case. you care about the 
issues at stake, you're probably going to vote, says Patterson. 
And if you don't? “The ones who are less interested, less 
informed, are probably watching the NCAA basketball game 
rather than the debate. not very informed, 
they’re not very interested.”

Everyone from members the media 
the candidates and youth-voting organizations alike are 
looking for ways get kids involved and yet fig- 
ured out the magic formula. But there have been significant 
improvements this time out. 

Facebook, MySpace, and YouTube, all newcomers the 
political game, have been indispensable each candidate’s 
campaign, allowing kids engage political discourse and 
watch playbacks debates they otherwise never would have 
caught MSNBC CNN.

After so many 
years being pushed and prodded, laughed at, and then left 
in the dust, young voters found their own voice in this year’s 
election. With it, they’re not only showing up at the polls — 
they're proving they’re worth being heard. And they’re doing 
iton theirown.

The sight spokesman scolding 
reporter like a naughty child might have 
struck some people bizarre 
since, whether or not you liked his deliv- 
ery, the reporter happened right. But 
Massachusetts reporters who worked 
with Fehrnstrom when was communi- 
cations director during Romney’s governor- 
ship, this surprise. “There were 
many exchanges with me where he’d end 
making personal,” says reporter who 
requested anonymity, “and the exchange 
with was perfect example that.” 

“He will get in your face and say that 
not being professional’ that 
“You're expressing your opinion’ — when in 
fact, you're confronting Mitt Romney with 
facts that undercut what he’s saying,” adds 
Globe reporter Frank Phillips.

problem with him. I’d send him an e-mail; 
he'd e-mail me back. I think he’s done a 
good — for Romney, I really do.” 

One more distinguishing Fehrnstrom 
characteristic worth mentioning: 
knows how protect his turf. April 
2005, Romney hired Julie Teer — a 
young, up-and-coming Republican opera- 
tive who’d run New Hampshire for the 
Bush-Cheney campaign in 2004 — as his 
spokesperson. At the time, the wide- 
spread assumption was that Teer was 
being gro oomed for an equivalent role in 
Romney’s upcoming presidential cam- 
paign. In March 2006, 
though, Teer left her 
new job to become 
political director for 
Commonwealth PAC, 
Romney’s political- 
action committee. 

In Romney-watching 
circles, word was that 
she’d lost a behind- 
the-scenes battle with 
Fehrnstrom — who, of 
course, now doing 
the very job many 
thought would 
Teer’s. 

Fehmnstrom isn’t the 
top communications 
official Romney’s 
campaign. Both com- 
munications director 
Matt Rhoades and 
press secre- 
tary Kevin Madden 
rank above him. But 
the campaign has 
progressed, his role 
seems to have grown 
substantially. “Here’s a 
local boy who’s only 
his position because he’s 
thoroughly trusted 
Mitt,” says reporter 
who's covered Romney’s 
presidential bid. “This 
very easily position 
could Bigfooted out 
of. But now he is, for 
lack of a better term, the 
first official campaign 
responder breaking 
Stories with Romney. 

“My sense that this

Log on to speakloicat.com 
or kentcowgill.org/loicat.htmi, 
for example, and test drive the 
English-to-lolcat translators. 
Some things are already cute and 
don't translate: “Go Pats” in 
lolcat is just “Go Pats.” “I love 
you,” however, turns into “I lub 
youz”; “This is annoying” is, in- 
explicably, “Thiz ar teh annoyin”; 
and the inevitable “Fuck you” 
comes out “FE“% u.” Awww!

Could have hurt? Not judging 
the cuteness surge currently blitzkrieging 
pop culture, not-so-subtle coping skill 
time where our death-and-despair 
tolerability well past the breaking 
point. Kitty just one newly ubiquitous 
symbol on the Cuteness Grid, and not 
far from her are Juno (the film's precious 
soundtrack the number two album 
the country this week, as well as number 
one the iTunes Soundtrack chart), 
the viral, aggressively adorable nonsense 
language lolspeak, and the twee 
literary oeuvre of McSweeney’s. Each 
manifests different gradation cute- 
ness, with cuteness, of course, being 
the collective cultural cure-all our 
problems. 

Making sense cuteness special 
challenge. effect, what makes cuteness 
singular now are also the very reasons 
it’s become so potent: uncertainty about 
planet embroiled bizarre mélange 
of war and genocide; concern about an 
economic future of which no one seems 
have direct control; confusion about 
interpersonal relationships time when 
gender roles are being redefined; revolu- 
tionary social scene that’s evolving exclu- 
sively online. 

One way ease our own anxiety and 
keep the larger, more pervasive issues 
angst bay embrace anything and 
everything that looks like wants 
cuddled. That, however, just the tip 
the warm-and-fuzzy iceberg. 


SURVIVAL THE CUTEST 
Cute stuff has always had the alchemical 
power transform our leaden troubles into 
heart-wrenching, smile-juggernaut gold. 
It’s Darwinian. From purely biological per- 
spective, cuteness the first survival skill 
given comes our manual before 
even know how read it. Before the age 
civilization, cuteness prevented from 
chucking newborn infants into the woods 
when they cried, abandoning them alto- 
gether when they pooped themselves. Even 
Cro-Magnon types felt the natural instinct 
protect poor, defenseless, teensy-weensy 
babies. (Round heads, toothless grins, and 
tiny, squishy bodies didn’t hurt, either.) 
Since cuteness has forever been one 
our evolutionary advantages something 
that arrives pre-packed our DNA it’s 
only logical that find embedded 
nearly every aspect of our culture. And 
that we turn to cuteness 
when things seem most 
dire (and our 
ghastly 
economy 
andend- 
less war 
in Iraq — 
the two 
issues 
most concern 
voters this 
election cycle sure 
as fuck seem dire). 
There are multifaceted 
gradations cuteness that 
provide with easy 
out, short-term means 
forgetting about the 
sickening post-post- 
modernist distress and socio-political 
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angst currently plaguing us. Cuddling up to 
cuteness one kind instinctive defense 
mechanism. It’s an almost childlike sort 

regression that is, sense, part the 
organic reaction all the crap that’s out 
there. this age instant gratification, 
there are glorious and inventive techniques 
for ages 0-Forever to shield themselves from 
unpleasantness. 

“We've had manifestations of this cute 
business, through good times and bad, 
militaristically,” says Robert Thompson, a 
professor television and pop-culture 
Syracuse University’s Newhouse School. 
living dangerous times. There’s 
fear of terrorism and a war we have no idea 
how to manage. That's going to bleed over 
into lots different things.”

If there is anything cuter than a photo of a 
snuggly kitten, photo snuggly kit- 
ten festooned with intentionally misspelled 
cutesy text. After sparking Interweb sen- 
sation in early 2007, icanhascheezburger. 
com has continued prove its lasting value 
Internet meme paydirt. The site began 
with the posting photo, single pudgy, 
smirking gray feline with the 
words “I Can Has Cheezburger?” written 
above the kitty. It may have been accidental, 
may have been part grand scheme, 
but either way was the loudest salvo yet 
the recent cuteness surge. 

It also birthed the term “lolcat,” a coin- 
age referring specifically to the combination 
kitty photos and the intentionally mis- 
spelled baby-talk captions that accompanied 
them. It hasn't hit Webster’s yet, but urban- 
dictionary.com has five different entries 
for “lolcat.” (And 37 entries for “lolz.”) No 
matter which one you trust most, the “lol” 
root, clearly, comes from Internet abbrevia- 
tion-speak for “LOL,” meaning “Laugh Out 
Loud.” OMG!!! Teh kitteh fren-zee iz makin us lolz! 

Ordinary people who used to scoff at 
emoticons and the overuse of AIM acronyms 
were suddenly saying things exactly like 
this, all the time. Though the original lolcat 
meme, called “Caturday,” first started in the 
4chan message boards years ago, | Can Has 
Cheezburger was instrumental in break- 
ing the animal-based image macros and 
the phonetic “lolspeak” vernacular into the 
mainstream. 

Can Has Cheezburger isn’t the only 
site trafficking pictures cute cats say- 
ing and doing cute things. also 
cuteoverload.com, kittenwar.com, and 
babyanimalz.com, just to name a few. Still, 
Can Has Cheezburger the first thing that 
Google belches up when you search “lolcat,” 
and houses thousands user-submit- 
ted pictures of cute “kittehs,” hamsters, 
walruses — any animal, in almost any cir- 
cumstance, as long as it’s strange, funny, 
bizarre, cute enough for users vote 
and comment on. average 8000 sub- 
missions are sent in per day (O RLY? YA RLY), 
according to site administrator Ben Huh. As 
the ephemeral appeal the site itself 
visitors there for the cute pictures, the 
cheekiness language, the public opportu- 
nity riff the validity the pictures 
lolspeak, or any combination of these — 
Huh says can’t pinned down. “The 
tough part about running the site provid- 
ing daily update pictures that hits every 
one those subgroups,” says. “What the 
cats provide non-threatening form 
expression of someone's sense of humor.” 

Other zealous lolcat-inspired ventures 
include LolSecretz mash-up Can Has 
Cheezburger and PostSecret, a Web site 
where users anonymously submit postcards 
their deepest, most classified private info) 
and Lolcatbible, the translation of the entire 
Holy Testament into “lolspeak.” the lat- 
ter, Genesis commences thusly: “Oh hai. In 
teh beginnin Ceiling Cat maded teh skiez 
da Urfs, but he did not eated dem.” 

This past week, after a two-day auction, 
lolcats finally made the official transi- 
tion from Web print: Gotham Books 
bought the rights publish Can Has 
Cheezburger spin-off tome. Literary agent 
Kate McKean told Calleycat 
blog that site icon Professor Happycat will 
“guide the reader through the different 
memes with brief definitions and context, 
while still capturing the absurd humor 
the site.”

Huh 
recalls one popular posting suicidal 
lolcat, featuring black background and 
one tiny white paw sticking from the 
page. “Goodbye, cruel world,” was all 
said. Then, on the first of the year, I Can 
Has Cheezburger posted “Happy Noo 
Year” image Israeli defense solider 
who, clutching his M-16, was crouching 
down pet kitten sitting his feet. “We 
wish you the peace on erf,” the administra- 
tors wrote, and the caption the photo 
read “No Fite, Just Rubs.” The picture was 
one the most popular photos the 
day, and has since received 3533 Diggs 
digg.com, user-submitted news-article 
popularity Web site that also ranks photos. 
The image ultimately garnered 231 com- 
ments Can Has Cheezburger before the 
administrators locked them down the 
site could load faster. 

“This isn’t what would call tradi- 
tional lolcat,” says Huh the photo. “This 
‘Ha ha, this funny,’ but did reso- 
nate with lot people this one was 
special for us.”

Lolcats the only kitties that have 
managed generate cultural phenomena. 
In Japan, Hello Kitty is, quite literally, every- 
where. You can clothe yourself Hello Kitty 
threads (underwear, outerwear, diamond- 
encrusted jewelry), douse yourself in Hello 
Kitty cosmetics, fill your apartment with 
Hello Kitty décor, cook Hello Kitty break- 
fast with Kitty’s head burned the toast 
made your Hello Kitty toaster, withdraw 
money from your Hello Kitty Consolidated 
Account Dah Sing Bank, write inter-office 
memos Hello Kitty stationery with 
endless series Hello Kitty pens and pen- 
cils, cruise around your Hello Kitty car, 
play music your Hello Kitty stereo, and, 
on the weekends, spend your free time tool- 
ing around Puroland, an indoor theme-park 
Tokyo run Sanrio, the company that 
owns and licenses image. 

If you have the inclination, you can even 
book flight EVA Hello Kitty jet, 
special edition EVA Airbus 330-200 that is 
“painted nose-to-tail with super-sized char- 
acters from the charming world Hello 
Kitty.” And that’s not all: flight attendants 
are decked out Hello Kitty apparel, in- 
flight Hello Kitty meals are served, and 
the inside the cabin plastered with 
Hello Kitty’s image everywhere you turn. 
Consider Disney’s recent campaigns to 
expand from toddler and tween obsession 
to a lifestyle brand for adults, with wedding 
dresses, furniture, fashion, and vacations. 
Sanrio figured out that secret ages ago. 

“They love it very much,” says Yuko 
Kawanishi, sociologist Tokyo Gakugei 
University. “There’s basic fondness among 
Japanese people for anything cute. Hello 
Kitty just one example that.” This past 
month, word out of Japan is that Hello Kitty 
will be marketed to young men, too. The 
line of bags, watches, and shirts will soon 
available the US. 

The Land the Rising Sun has long 
been a source of cute imports for the US, as 
we've adopted endless cute Japanese trends, 
known there Kawaii doesn’t have 
real English translation, although it’s been 
appropriated to mean “cute.”

Chinese restaurants have given 

much flavor and value that seems 
almost rude point out that Boston 
had a lot of luck with making them upscale. 
It’s even more daring for Chinese restau- 
rant try higher-end within few 
blocks Chinatown. evidenced Peking 
Tom’s, to cite a recent attempt, it’s hard to 
capture the slight campiness Chinese- 
American restaurants with enough affection 
avoid satire borderline racism. It’s also 
surprisingly tricky fuse Chinese food, 
even with other Asian cuisines. And when 
you get working European ingredients 
and techniques, well, there’s Ming Tsai, 
and there’s everybody else. Myers+Chang 
far surer effort than Peking both 
the kitchen (which also draws from other 
Asian cuisines) and the design, which 
modernized, more spacious, and louder.

start right there, Mama Chang’s 
pork and chive dumplings ($11) are the best 
Peking ravioli I've ever tasted, including 
those from Chinese-cooking class taught 
recent ex-pat. don’t know the 
family recipe (co-owner Joanne Chang’s 
mother is frorn Taiwan) or the chef’s modi- 
fications that makes them good.

They’re slow roasted poached falling- 
apart texture, smoked, and then crisped 
with Sichuan peppercorns and garlic they 
have crust. that’s not enough for you, 
they're served with a few slices of pickled hot 
peppers. The spring rolls ($5) come the ta- 
ble piping hot (which makes the greasiness 
taste best), with filling earthy vegetables 
(maybe a little seaweed in there?), a thin 
crisp skin, and intensely gingery dip. 


These strictly appetizers, because 
the menu isn’t divided that way, and be- 
cause the service strategy bring every- 
thing the table whenever comes out 
from the kitchen. But you can already see 
why this restaurant succeeds. They can play 
with the recipes, raise the prices, reduce the 
portions, and get away with because they 
know the important things about the food. 

Winter always turns Chinese-food 
lover’s clay-pot dishes, and the 
striped bass clay pot ($18) about close 
Myers+Chang comes real entrée. 
The piece wild striped bass what bis- 
tro would serve, but the added clams, black 
mushrooms, and miso-ham broth make a 
fabulous soup-stew, and perhaps richer 
stock than traditional clay-pot recipe. 
The other deviation from tradition the 
brown rice ($2 as a side dish) included in 
the clay pot. 

Beef and broccoli chow fun ($12), another 
Chinatown favorites, more up- 
scale take the original, with spicier and 
higher-quality strips steak, and the sweeter 
Chinese broccoli. The flat, soft noodles are 
the apotheosis pasta gravy, like 
them little better with some char. such 
problem with wok-charred vegetables ($7). 
These are sort side orders, but any savvy 
vegetarian could make meal two three. 
We had Hakka eggplant ($7), which was hot, 
greasy, peppery, garlicky, and full eggplant 
flavor. The Hakka are South Chinese ethnic 
minority with Northern dialect and origins, 
and their food very popular China. 

Gai lan ($7) is that Chinese broccoli, which 
doesn’t flower much but much sweeter 
and yummier than European broccoli that 
often doubt they’re related. Clams black- 
bean sauce ($9) was the one dish for which 

I'd prefer hike back Chinatown. These 
clams were amusingly tiny, but the sauce was 
the fermented-bean flavor. 

As | was writing this, I noticed that three 
ordered entirely Chinese food, ignoring 
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the Thai and Vietnamese dishes from chef 
Alison Hearn. usually try all corners 
menu, guess relationship with Chi- 
nese food special. 

Myers+Chang has a wine list, and with 
some dishes wine could work. had 
glass of Chateau Leboscq ($10), described 
by our server as cabernet-merlot, though I 
think that’s mostly cabernet franc in this 
secondary Bordeaux. The wine, in a stemless 
glass, had dark cherry-berry fruit and some 
length flavor. The beef chow fun was the 
best match. A better accompaniment for this 
food, however, was Tsingtao beer ($5), or 
Hitachino Nest Red Rice Ale ($8). Hitachino 
is an oddity in Japan, a microbrewery that 
tends toward experimentation, using ingre- 
dients such as red rice in Belgian-style strong 
ale. It looks cloudy and reddish-brown, but 
the flavor is clean, citric, and wine-y, with 
some malt It’s perfect for this food. 

We asked about dessert, and got a com- 
plimentary bit hot tapioca pudding with 
toasted coconut top. think that was 
our Thai dish. No fortune cookies, no pot of 
weak tea on every table. 

The room wraps around open kitchen, 
and could really, really noisy with many 
large windows facing Washington Street. 

thanks decent table spacing. The 
walls are mostly mirrors with aphorisms 
(not from fortune cookies) and food “graf- 
red. The front windows feature 
logo the restaurant’s name and very 
large red carp, traditional cutout. You 
could drive right without noticing it, and 
help mention that Oishii Boston

MIRACLE WORKER (Monday @7 pm), which 
he'd directed in New York, to the screen alon 
with its original actresses: Patty Duke as the 
young Helen Keller and Anne Bancroft as her 
teacher, Annie Sullivan. His days in TV had 
taught him how to harness the energy of 
live performance for the camera: the electric 
performances the two stars make 
stripped-down dramatic text, triumph-of- 
the-spirit drama about how great teacher 
leads a soul locked away by blindness and 
deafness into consciousness, into an unfor- 
gettable emotional experience.

(Mickey One, Bonnie and Clyde), Marlon Brando 
(The Chase, The Missouri Breaks), Dustin Hoff- 
man (Little Big Man), Gene Hackman (Bonnie 
and Clyde, Night Moves), and Jack Nicholson 
(The Missouri Breaks) . 

The movies Penn made after Bonnie and 
Clyde were further efforts grapple with 
the realities of living in America during and 
in the wake of the Vietnam War, when the 
old myths and genre conventions no longer 
seemed adequate. Some of these pictures

What’s amazing in this produc- 
tion staged by Jason Southerland and Nancy 
Curran Willis how piercing Kushner’s 
fiery, time-specific epic, with its linked 
angelic allusions (from Jacob and Moroni to 
Bethesda and Death), remains. But ap- 
preciate fully the plays’ ingenious mélange 
love, politics, and commingled halluci- 
nation, you should commit to both Millen- 
nium Approaches and part two, Perestroika: the 
first is better organized and less fantastical, 
but the crazier second that the play- 
wright’s larger themes become manifest.

Harold Pinter never was open book. 
Audiences and analysts have been try- 
ing worm between his pages pinpoint 
meaning ever since the 77-year-old Nobel lau- 
reate first threw Stanley his sinister birthday 
years ago. And judge Pinter Du- 
et, which juxtaposes the 1963 one-act The Lover 
with Ashes to Ashes from 1996, the playwright 
only grew more cryptic as time slipped 
by. New Repertory Theatre honcho 
Rick Lombardo first paired the 
two plays, both which hinge 
Harbor Actors Theater in 2005. He 
now reprises the bill New 
Downstage black box Arsenal 
Center for the Arts (through Febru- 
ary 10), with Rachel Harker and 
Stephen Russell again tripping 
skillfully through the plays’ 
uneasy motions. 

The Lover and Ashes to Ashes 
are, the surface, very dif- 
ferent works though both 
encompass marital power 
struggles. And Lombardo 
treats them accordingly, 
putting acutely stylized 
1960s gloss The Lover while 
allowing Ashes Ashes its less 

specific mix personal loss 
and crimes the century. 
Both pieces occupy the same 
claustrophobic domestic 
space, narrow runway 
suburban parlor with the au- 
dience seated both sides. 
Given the small venue, it’s 


mercilessly intimate arrangement. The ac- 
tors for the most part eschew pause-riddled 
“Pinteresque” delivery for emotional truth, 
and the mix style and depth affecting. 

The Lover begins husband Richard, bran- 
dishing briefcase and bowler, prepares 
leave for the office. Wife Sarah, clad in Jack- 
ie-O sheath and dainty flats, flits about in a 
veritable ballet feather dusting and ashtray 
emptying. The conversation, however, has

That’s the begin- 
ning Victorian poet Edward Dowden’s 
the Niirnberg artist’s engraving that de- 
picts angel seated and sunk thought, 
a la Rodin’s Thinker, surrounded by a 
dizzy array: a bell, an hourglass, scales, a 
four-by-four magic square (the numbers 
every row and column and diagonal add 
to 34, and the middle numbers in the bot- 
tom row give the date, 1514), 

ladder, grindstone with putto seated 
top, truncated polyhedron with what 
some have seen the ghostly impres- 
sion of a human skull, a dog, a sphere, a

caliper, a hammer, nails, a saw, a plane,

Bak, who was 
born in 1933 in Vilna (now 
Vilnius in Lithuania), 
was with his mother one 
the 200 survivors (out 
80,000) from the Vilna 
Ghetto; he lost his father 
and all four grandparents.

his art to the Holocaust, asking his absent 
God not just “Why” but “What now?” 
“Remembering Angels,” Bak’s 18th 
show at the Pucker (his first was in 1969), 
is an unusually concise collection from 
this prolific artist: paintings, all 
inches, plus handful drawings 
the same subjects. angel appears 
in each one: hoodwinked and sitting by 
the sea, or with a head bandage under her 
(laurel? watercress?) wreath, or a helmet, 
with the head completely covered and 
holding book instead compass, 
turned to stone or plywood. The image is 
doubled reversed split, Bak explor- 
ing our postmodern world deconstruc- 
tion and dismembering (the opposite 
remembering?) and the digitalization 
of identity.

They don’t 
mean they’re constantly flexing 
and growling insults and fake-scowling 
show their Crest White Stripped teeth, 
though ought worship them 
fitness deities — but they are, neverthe- 
less, the jolly butt each and every unsaid 
joke.

Bob Blumenthal’s history jazz

ob Blumenthal’s first book is out, 
and the wonder that didn’t 
get it sooner. Blumenthal, who’s 
B written about jazz for almost 40 
years, has long been one of the 
music’s authorities. He began writing for 
soston After Dark in 1969 and stayed with its 
successor — the Phoenix — till 1989, when 
became correspondent for the Clobe. 
In 2002, he went with Branford Marsalis’s 
Cambridge-based label, Marsalis Music, as 
creative consultant — a job that includes a 
bit everything: A&R; writing and edit- 
ing the company’s newsletter and, when 
called for, liner notes; and administering 
the “Marsalis Jams” education program in 
high schools and colleges. He’s written an- 
thologized essays and more than thousand 
newspaper articles and reviews; he’s also 
won two Grammy Awards for his liner notes. 
book deceptively modest 
size and format. Jazz histories tend 
epic tomes. The generously illustrated Jazz: 
An Introduction to the History and Legends Behind 
Music mere 192 pages. Published 
paperback series introductions differ- 
ent disciplines, it’s meant as an overview. 
But it’s worth more than several of its heftier 
cousins. Blumenthal makes the usual trip: 
from ring shouts and blues and New Orleans 
up through “free” jazz and till almost yester- 
day (Maria Schneider and Norah Jones are 
the last chapter). But his use compres- 
sion is a tonic. His five chapters leapfrog in 
two-decade increments — a way of keeping 
jazz’s ongoing story before us. As a critic, he’s 


always been able see the specific detail and 
the grand arch jazz history simultane- 
ous focus. Whatever the individual achieve- 
ment — the evolutionary step — we never 
lose sight its place multifarious social 
and musical history. 

broadminded, and he takes a common-sense 
approach the perennial jazz arguments 
about art versus entertainment, innovation 
versus tradition, and what is or isn’t jazz 
— the real thing as opposed to instrumental 
pop, the “hybrids that replace challenge with 
bland background impersonality.” post- 
Wynton world, where the official definition 
jazz seems more and more narrowly 
defined, Blumenthal sees its diversity as es- 
sential. His book accessible enough for neo- 
phytes, but will also pleasurably remind old 
fans things they thought they knew.

jazz,” tells over late lunch Audu- 
bon Circle. “You know: Louis Armstrong 
hands the baton Dizzy Gillespie who 
hands the baton to Miles Davis.

Every generation 
least, portions every generation trashes 
the previous one. The swingers hated bebop, 
figs” New Orleans and Chicago- 
style jazz thought big bands (even Duke Elling- 
ton!) were anti-jazz.

To illustrate the historical slipperiness 
the meaning jazz, Blumenthal recalls 
what bassist Christian McBride said when 
asked whether Herbie Hancock's “Chame- 
leon,” from the 1973 Head Hunters album, 
was jazz: “It wasn’t then, but it is now.” “I 
thought that hit the nail on the head. At the 
time, it was a real controversy — had Herbie 
Hancock sold out? But now, one would 
even question that ‘Chameleon’ jazz.” 
considers two recordings from 1964. “If you 
asked most jazz fans that year, “What is jazz?’, 
they would have said John Coltrane’s A Love Su- 
But you asked person the street, 
they'd say Louis Armstrong's ‘Hello Dolly.’ 
And both right!” 

Blumenthal grew up in St. Louis, and he 
discovered jazz at age 13 when he was look- 
ing for Ray “What Say” record 
The version bought was al- 
bum called Ray Charles in Person, but it wasn’t 


- the hit single. In fact, half the numbers 


* were instrumentals. If this was jazz, it was 
something he wanted to hear more of, and 
since jazz was “serious” music, he could prob- 
ably find the public library, like classical 


music. borrowed album recorded 

the Playboy Jazz Festival that offered celebrities 
like Armstrong and Ella Fitzgerald but also 
Dizzy Gillespie, Chet Baker, and Coleman 
Hawkins. That led solo records these 
artists, and books about jazz.

THE MANY FACETS ASHER THAL-NIR 


The last couple years have been busy 
ones for Asher Thal-nir. Since moving back 
Somerville after stint Brooklyn, he’s been 
releasing material furious pace ironic 
given how calm, measured, and spare the music 
is. use relatively simple materials (grainy 
field recordings, looping me- 
lodic fragments, tones from 
a cheap synthesizer) to create 
his enveloping melancholic 
compositions.

Joe Carducci recalls the real price punk

aomi Petersen was not famous. 

Neither was she semi-famous, 

almost famous, post-famous, or 

notorious. Nonentity, indeed, 

seems to have been closer to the 
elements of her nature than celebrity. Suc- 
cess (conventionally measured) was of little 
interest her; times stress she was 
blackout drunk; and the love of her life was 
the no-hope clangor of the LA punk-rock un- 
derground. She died alone hotel room, 
in 2003, at the age of 38, and it would be 
years before some of her friends even knew 
she was gone. 

And now there book about her: Enter

Books that resist generic classification 
are condemned, definition, find their 
own audience: takes long takes.

loves most, Sir Edward Elgar’s 
vast Cantata The Dream of Gerontius. (He led the 
only other BSO performance, in 1982, when 
he was 55.) The text is about half of Cardinal 
John Henry 900-line poem about 
the death of an “old man” (“Gerontius” — as 
in “gerontology”) and his soul’s journey to 
Purgatory. In his essay in the BSO program 
book, Michael Steinberg calls this “spiritual 
drama the greatest work sacred music 
between the Verdi Requiem and Stravinsky’s 
Symphony Psalms.” 

Elgar’s cantata has neither fero- 
cious drama nor Stravinsky's hieratic purity, 
though whispers both. It’s focused more 
individual’s suffering and redemption. 
Newman was Anglican theologian who 
controversially converted to Catholicism in 
1845, time England when Roman Catho- 
lics were still persecuted. wrote his long 
poem 20 years later, and it was an important 
work for the Catholic Elgar. 

“Fervent” perhaps best describes the mu- 
sic. There moment that doesn’t sound 
sincere like apt musical counterpart 
Newman's plush Victorian diction (“before 
the Throne/Stands the great Angel the 
Agony,/The same who strengthened Him, 
what time knelt/Lone the garden shade 
bedewed with blood”). Without rushing, Sir 
Colin kept the music rolling forward great, 
rich, melodic waves, each new climax big- 
ger and more fervent than the last, yet 
never syrupy, and the end quite moving. 

The long Part post-mortem more full 
incident than the long Part which de- 
voted the passing away Gerontius. Tenor 
Ben Heppner sang firmly despite occasional 
rough spots, but with rather undifferentiated 
fervor expressing his eagerness have 
shuffled off his mortal coil, his amazement 
that his mortal fear has dissolved, his repug- 
nance the demons eager drag Hell the 
newly departed spirits. 

Gerontius’s guiding angel, British 
mezzo-soprano Sarah Connolly sang with 
kind rapturous restraint and vivid, almost 
conversational but projection 
consoling words. Canadian bass- 
baritone Gerald Finley, both Priest and Angel 
of the Agony, had a ringing voice, precise 
articulation, and, yes, fervor. The orchestra 
played with full-throated ease, and John 
Tanglewood Festival Chorus outdid 
itself, singing from memory, usual the 
Priest’s “Assistants,” echoes 
mourners, dread demons, and celestial choirs.

Founder Gil Rose and his 
outstanding ensemble 
celebrated their 10th sea- 
son the New England 
Conservatory on Friday 
with their annual concert 
devoted to Boston com- 
posers. enthusiastic 
and diverse audience 
(diverse especially age) 
cheered, whistled, and 
hooted its approval for 
pieces, including two 
world premieres, by five 
composers also diverse 
age. All the pieces were 
lively and (unlike Geron- 
tius) fun. 

For me, the most 
satisfying works were 
the two oldest compos- 
ers. Ezra Sims just turned 
80, and Rose led the 
premiere of his 2005 Con- 
cert Piece I, in which two 
solo clarinets (BMOP’s 
impressive Michael = 
Norsworthy and Amy Ad- 
vocat) are set off against 
the rest of the orchestra, 
echoing and one-upping 
each other. Sims the 
guru of microtonality: his scale has not 12 
but pitches per octave! This usually creates 
a sense of restlessness and uneasiness, so his 
first-movement label, “Fast and Eager,” is a 
little surprising. The interplay between the 
two soloists and between them and the or- 
chestra, especially the winds (like the haunt- 
ing horn in the slow middle movement), was 
compelling, was overall architec- 
tural clarity. I was struck, though, by how 
little dynamic variety there was the two 
clarinets almost quiet moments. wish 
the title were less unmemorably formalistic 
for such memorable piece. 

Eighty-nine-year-old Leon Kirchner (who 
now lives in New York, after nearly three 
decades at Harvard) was represented by an 
“early” work, Toccata for Strings, Solo Winds, and 
Percussion (1955). Classicist, expressionist (a 
student Schoenberg’s), Kirchner hard 
pin down. has one the great “ears.” 
Even at its most violent, every thread of his 
music, every contrapuntal line every rich 
layer, audible and (especially the hushed 
slow passages) insinuatingly beautiful. Toc- 
cata another formalist title, but always 
with Kirchner, deep and urgent core 
complex emotion. Exhilaration never 
far from terror and vice versa. Rose led 
exemplary performance. 

The winner the BMOP/NEC composi- 
tion contest was 28-year-old Israeli composer 
Oznat brief and ebullient Common

Ground, which excels what Elliott Carter 
often marks in his own music as “scorre- 
vole” (scurrying). The BMOP/NEC concerto 
competition winner was the brilliant and 
uninhibited young violinist from Wyoming, 
Byron Hitchcock, who appeared William 
Bolcom’s brilliant and uninhibited 1983 Vio- 
in Concerto, which embraces a slow-move- 
ment lamentation for the late pianist Paul 
Jacobs and exuberant rondo finale alter- 
nating ragtime with R&B. And Melrose 
native Michael Gandolfi’s Bassoon Concerto, 
the BSO’s phenomenal principal bassoon- 
ist, Richard Svoboda, who played the world 
premiere with the Melrose Symphony Or- 
chestra last fall, fulfilled every demand for 
syncopated playfulness and bravura. 

Before the concert, composer Fred 
presented Gil Rose with the Alice Ditson 
Conductors Award, from Columbia Univer- 
sity (the equivalent of the Pulitzer Prize for 
conductors), for musicians with a commit- 
performing American music. Who 
deserves better than Gil Rose? 


Montreal native (but now living here) 

Marc-André Hamelin captivated the 
audience Saturday his debut piano recital 
with the Celebrity Series Boston. Hamelin 
admired virtuoso, and several his 
selections exploited his most virtuosic capa- 
bilities. One was Sonate état jazz (“Sonata 
State Jazz”), Alexis Weissenberg, 


pianist whose hard, dry tone I’ve never 
much cottoned to (and who was born in 
1929, not in 1982, as the program indicated). 
Hamelin revealed him composer 
imagination and wit. The movements are 
“Evocation d’une tango,” “Réminiscence 
Charleston,” d’un blues,” and 
“Provocation samba” this last, with its 
obsessive tune and tilted rhythm, being the 
most like what expect samba (the 
tango was actually in 3/4 time), only height- 
ened, intensified. left breathless, and 
even Hamelin seemed a little winded after- 
ward but not during. 

Heitor Villa-Lobos’s surprising 1926 
“portrait” Arthur Rubinstein wild 
man the violent edge the avant-garde, 
Rudepoema (“rude poem” but also pun 
Rubinstein’s nickname, Rudi), is even more 
technically challenging and more musically 
complex, fast places that the music 
sounds more like buzz, and alternating ex- 
otic insinuations (in the slow section) with 
the visceral relentlessness of Bart6k’s 1911 Al- 
legro barbaro. The piece ends with the pianist 
pounding his right fist three times the 
lowest keys, holding the sustaining pedal 
down let the explosion fade away. (“Iam 
exactly performing the composer’s wishes 
and nothing else,” Hamelin announced be- 
fore his staggering performance.) 

My favorite moment, though, was the 
exquisite minor-key Adagio the Haydn 
F-major Sonata that opened the program, 

darkly dreamy, Chopin-esque love song 
that provided inward-turning contrast 
the skittery and playful surrounding move- 
ments and the rhetoric the Haydn B-flat 
Sonata that followed, all elegantly and ex- 
pressively played. was less happy with the 
real Chopin, a somewhat rushed Barcarolle 
and a Ballade No. 3 that lacked a personal 
stamp. There were three Liszt transcrip- 
tions songs Chopin and Schubert 
lovely “Standchen,” sentimental “Ave 
Maria, complete with treacly harp imita- 
tions), and, encores, two Weissenberg 
arrangements delicious cabaret songs 
Charles Trenet (“April in Paris” and “You're 
Forgetting Your Horse”). 


Keep your eye out for Sasha Cooke, 
23-year-old mezzo who, accompanied 
pianist Pei-Yao Wang, sang thoughtful 
Gardner Museum concert Sunday that in- 
cluded three song cycles about women: John 
mysterious and funny North and 
South (six incandescent, mercurial poems

HANDEL AND HAYDN’S ‘FIREWORKS’ 
TROUBLE WITH HARRY 


The Handel and Haydn Society’s “Royal Fireworks” program 
last weekend was meant mark the season’s first appear- 
ance H&H artistic adviser Roger Norrington the podium, 
but then Norrington’s main gig, the Stuttgart Radio Sympho- 
Orchestra, landed major Japanese tour, and, well, that’s 
what happens this age multi-tasking celebrity conduc- 
tors. Stepping for Sir Roger still scheduled lead 
the Haydn program that will conclude the H&H season April 
and was Harry Christophers, who had made his H&H debut 
December with the society’s annual Messiah. The program 
changed slightly: Royal Fireworks Music and the G-ma- 
jor suite from his Water Music plus selections from The 
Fairy Queen, as announced, but Bach’s Overture No. 3 instead 
No. and suite from Les Boréades. 

made for unusually short evening Friday the 
music ended at 9:35 — but that was the only cause for 
complaint. Christophers, the founder and leader of the 
distinguished English group the Sixteen (try their 
recording of John Taverner’s Missa Gloria Tibi Trinitas), created 
intimate atmosphere not easy Symphony Hall 
having most of his 30 or so musicians stand (only the three 
cellists and the harpsichordist and theorbo player sat) and 
conducting not only without baton but from the floor, 
with podium. The result was bracing rather than boring 
Baroque, with lilt and flow and point. Christophers prowled 
the floor like big cat, coiling and uncoiling, scrunching his 
shoulders, shimmying, strutting, making big phrases with 
his hands that drew big phrases from the orchestra. The Wa- 
ter Music suite, with Christopher Krueger Baroque flute, 
was shaped contrasts texture and volume. The opening 
the Bach Overture was ceremonial and yet kept moving 
forward its dance pulse; the Air (the so-called “Air the 
G-String”) reveled in the firm, lucid bottom of the cellos and 
the bass. The period brass had their share bobbles, and 
the deep bray Douglas Yeo’s serpent got lost Paul Pitts’s 
side drum at the beginning of the Royal Fireworks Music, but 
there was Baroque bonanza modern instruments never 
sound like this the serene interchange between trum- 
pets and horns that followed. Even the concluding Réjouis- 
sance movement stomped, four-on-the-floor Irish reel.

“Abandon all hope, you who enter here” 
are the words we find inscribed across 
the gate Hell the beginning the third 
canto Inferno. And fitting slogan 
for Bread and Puppet reimagining 
of Dante's Commedia for the “War on Terror” 
era, The Divine Reality Comedy, which the 
Vermont troupe is bringing to the Boston 
Center for the Arts next weekend, along with 
on February 9 and 10, the kid-friendly The 
Divine Reality Comedy Circus 

Dante's epic begins in Hell and ends in 
Heaven. Bread and Puppet's version, on the 
other hand, begins in “paradise,” home to the 
troupe's acid satire of the dehumanizing effects 
of capitalism in the US today — complete with 
Santa Claus the demon god consumer- 
ism. The action lightens briefly with for 
cardboard horses. Then the show descends into 
a purgatory and hell of indefinite detentions, 
interrogations, and torture. Narrators read 
US government accounts while puppets and 
masked actors re-enact the dark deeds. 

“| see the cruelty of this society as com- 
ing directly from the wonderful philosophy of 
Capitalism,” Peter Schumann, who founded 
the company in 1962, explains. “I'm saying 
the School of the Americas and Abu Ghraib 
and Guantanamo are not ‘rotten apples,’ as 
Bush called them, but are philosophically 
correct, pinpointable climaxes of the system, 
the cruelty of the capitalist system.” 

Bread and Puppet’s shows combine 
papier-maché masks, tiny and giant card- 
board puppets, experimental dance and 
performance, traditional pageantry, political 
protest, Brechtian didacticism, and poetic 
rituals. With a cast of dozens, plus puppets 
plus a brass band, Schumann aims for an

effect akin to that of the stone saints and 
demons European cathedral coming 
life. The “bread” of the company’s name 
refers to home-baked loaves smeared with 
garlic aioli that it serves after each show. 

Last year, Schumann sparked a small stir 
at the Boston Center for the Arts and later 
a larger one in Burlington, Vermont, when 
he exhibited paintings protesting what he 
sees as Israeli oppression of Palestinians 
matched with passages from John Hersey’'s 
1950 novel The Wall, which is about the Nazi 
extermination of Warsaw Ghetto Jews dur- 
ing World War li. He says his theme was an 
“oppressed people who oppress a people.” 
Critics charged him with equating today's 
Israelis with the Nazis — which he says 
“wasn't my intent.” 

To prove he won't be cowed, Schumann 
has returned to the Israeli-Palestinian 
theme with The University of Majd: The 
Story of a Palestinian Youth, an exhibit of 
seven large new paintings his that will 
hang the BCA Cyclorama February 4-10 
But he acknowledges that last year he “may 
have unnecessarily hurt some people's feel- 
ings,” so this time around he's narrowed his 
focus to one young Palestinian man who 
believes was falsely imprisoned the 
israeli government. He calls it “my attempt 
to speak up to a particular fate in a family 
whom | met in Palestine.”

ghanistan in the 1980s. But George 
Crile’s fascinating 500-pages-plus 
book about Wilson's extra-legal 
covert military campaign has been 
reduced to a shallow 97 minutes by 
Mike Nichols. The international 
intrigue becomes strained satire 

— what's needed is the comic touch 
of a Billy Wilder. More distressing

characters, and their sentiment 
seems to be endorsed by Nichols 
and screenwriter Aaron Sorkin.
